Seek Lights For Intersection 


An article will be presented 
to voters at the October town 
meeting requesting funds for in- 
stallation of stop lights at the 
intersection of Greenwood road, 
Lovejoy road and Lowell street. 

The selectmen Monday night 
approved insertion of the article 
after several residents ad- 
dressed the board on hazardous 
conditions at the location. 

Cost of the installation has 
been estimated by the town 
manager as between $12,000 and 
$15,000. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin had felt the town should 
wait for the TOPICS program 


and further study of the inter- 
section, but neighbors stressed 
the importance of taking action 
at this time, pointing to the 
number of accidents at the in- 
tersection and the safety hazards 
presented. 

Austin said that TOPICS had 
included the problem area in 
their survey. The consultants, 
however, will not include the 
area in its initial recommenda- 
tions to the town, Austin said, 

The manager also pointed out 
he felt that Lowell street pos- 
sibly should be widened at this 
point since there is the factor 
of motorists leaving Route 93 


a short distance away at high 
speed and not accustomed to the 
slower rate. 

He felt that installation of 
lights at this point would result 
in rear end collisions. 

It was pointed out at the Mon- 


day night meeting that the 


problem was first brought to the 
attention of the town in 1968. 
Near misses and serious acci- 
dents have taken place since and 
it was felt that action should be 
taken now to prevent further 
maiming of life and limb.

To Study School Programs 


A special committee will be 
named by the school department 
to examine a structure for the 
elementary schools with recom. 
mendations hopefully in time for 
September 1973. 

The school committee heard 
requests Tuesday night from a 
group of residents seeking estab- 
lishment of a ‘‘free school’’ 
concept for the town, and heard 
how the present school system 
is not satisfying a need for certain 
youngsters. 

Supt. of Schools Dr. Kenneth 
R, Seifert told the committee 
that he could see the need for 
a study of the structure of the 
elementary program jhased on 
the current open concept of edu- 
cation in Andover, the need for 
some students to be in a struc- 
tured environment, and also the 
idea as proposed recently and 
Tuesday night by parents inter- 
ested in the free school concept. 

Dr. Seifert said that 
suggestions and observations 
have been made during the past 
year with regard to the direction 
of the school system. While the 
open concept has been beneficial, 
he said, there is a need on the 
part of some students to be in 


a controlled environment.

The Driver Education program 
in the public schools will be 
offered by a private contractor 
this coming year, thus estab- 
lishing a new policy and repre- 
senting a saving to the town, 

This was the decision of the 
school committee Tuesday night 
as it concluded its months of 
exploration on ways to provide 
the program at a savings. 

The committee had requested 
bids on private contractors to 
determine if the program was 
feasible by this method. 

Tuesday night two bids were 
examined, Pat’s Auto School of 
Wakefield, who offered the 
service at $52.50 per pupil and 
Lawrence Auto School, which 
proposed the program at $75 per 
pupil. The cost includes the 
classroom and on-the-road por- 
tions of the program. 

The cost per pupil as offered

For the past year it had been 
in use as part of the Bryant- 
McIntosh junior college and used 
as a dormitory as well as for 
classrooms.

Landscaping work is expected 
to start immediately in conjunc- 
tion with the interior renovation. 

There are 91 rooms in theinn. 

Atty Lebowitz reported that he 
has filed a request for a license 
to operate the premises as an 
inn for rooms only initially and 
that the request will be before 
the selectmen on Aug. 14. 

Still in the process of planning 
is the operation of the restaurant, 
cocktail lounge and coffee 
shop, for which licenses will 
be requested at a later date. 

The new management said that 
they will seek as many permanent 
residents as possible for the 
facility. 

Some professional offices are 
also planned for the facility. 

It will resume its original name 
of. Shawsheen Manor under the 
new owners, 

The manor is a little over 50 
years old and was part of the 
original Shawsheen Village 
complex constructed under 
William M. Wood ofthe American 
Woolen Company. 

It had been operated as ahotel, 
or manor, up until the past year. 

Just prior to its being taken 
over by Bryant-MclIntosh, it was 
affiliated briefly with the Parker 
House in Boston and became 
known as Parker Manor. 


The college did some renova- 
tion on the inside of the building

County 
Budget 
Up $1.2 M 


Essex County taxpayers will 
be faced with a county budget 
increase of $1.2 million over 
the $7.7 million spent in 1971. 

The state legislature has al- 
lowed the county budget submitted 
by the County Commissioners in 
the amount of $10,944,502.78, 

Of this total, $8,916, 354.31 will 
be apportioned to the 34 cities 
and towns in the county, Andover 
among them., 

The cost of county operations, 
which has been under constant 
controversy in recent years, has 
risen sharply in the past decade, 

Ten years ago county opera- 
tions cost the contributing tax- 
payers $4,253,337.55. 

The Essex County Training 
School budget, which has been 
a source of considerable debate 
in recent months, shows an in- 
crease of 13 percent over the 
figures of a year ago. This year’s 
total is $1,966,986. 

Included in the new figures are 
apparent provisions for 47 new 
jobs. The county added 45 new 
positions in 1969 and 21 in 1971.

Voting Location Changed 


NEW POLLING PLACE. Voters in Precinct Three will be voting at the Cardinal Cush- 
ing gymnasium on Haverhill street beginning with the fall elections. The new polling 
place was necessary due to the former location, Sacred Heart school, now being used 


entirely for school use. 


Voters in Precinct three will 
be casting ballots in a new loca- 
tion in the fall elections, and in 
their official notification of such, 


may get a taste of the town’s 


history. 

The selectmen Monday night 
approved the request of Town 
Clerk Elden R. Salter to move 
the polling place fromthe Sacred 
Heart school to the Cardinal 
Cushing Gymnasium, formerly 
the Crystal Ballroom. 


Town Clerk Salter advised the 
board that the former location 
in the school was being renovated 
to accommodate the school’s new 
consolidated program, thus the 
vod area is no longer avail- 
able. 


The new location, the Cardi- 
nal Cushing gymnasium, also 
owned by the Sacred Heart school, 
is a short distance away on 
Haverhill street, and will provide 
parking facilities for voters, in 
a similar manner to the provi- 
sions at the school building. 

The town clerk must officially 
notify the voters in the precinct 
of the change of location, In that 
notice, the residents will be in- 
formed that they are to vote in 
the Cardinal Cushing gymnasium 
formerly the Crystal Ballroom. 

The Crystal is a part of the 
old Shawsheen model village and 
was a popular dance hall and 
meeting facility. 

It later became office space 
for the Raytheon company when 


the main plant was located across 
the street. 

Recently, it became part ofthe 
Sacred Heart property and was 
transformed into a gymnasium 
for the Catholic school’s activi- 
ties. 

In another action, relative to 
the pending national and state 
elections, the board approved the 
town clerk’s request for the 
acquisition of additional voting 
machines, 


The computer devises used 
locally by the voters have been 
on a purchase agreement over 
the past few years. Town Clerk 
Salter was authorized by the 
board to obtain the remaining 
machines for the fall voting.

A Curious 
Dinner Menu 


Instead of steak for supper 
tonight, how about a delicious 
meal of single-celled organisms 
made from petroleum by- 
products? 

Don’t worry too much, . .before 
that happens you will more likely 
be eating steak from animals 
which themselves have been fed 
SCP (single-celled protein) as a 
feed supplement. 

But by 1980, SCP for human 
consumption may be a reality. 

In their book, Population, Re- 
sources, Environment, Paul R. 
Ehrlich and Anne H, Ehrlich talk 
about some of the more exotic 
possibilities for getting food from 
unusual food sources. 

Already, there is Incaparina 
-- a mixture of corn and cotton- 
seed meal enriched withvitamins 
A and B -- which is available in 
Central America. CSM formula 
(corn, soya, milk), a mixture 
of 70 percent processed corn, 25 
percent soy protein concentrate, 
and 5 percent milk solids, is a 
valuable protein and vitamin 
supplement, In Hong Kong, Vita- 
Soy, a high-protein beverage, is 
selling well. 

Sound appetizing? 

If these don’t appeal, there 
are always grasshoppers and 
snakes as high-quality sources 
of protein. But as the Ehrlichs 
point out, many people would 
starve before they’d live on 
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snakes and grasshoppers -- and 
that’s one big problem withthese 
other, more modern, protein 
sources, 

People’s food habits are hard 
to change. They like to eat the 
old, familiar things they learned 
to like in childhood. 

It’s hard enough to eat fewer 
sweets and carbohydrates and 
fats, when you can substitute per- 
fectly delicious meats and fruits 
and vegetables -- and know that 
two months on the better diet 

will improve your figure 100 

percent. What if you had to go 
on a diet of algae grown in 
sewage treatment plants? Evenif 
it were supposedly quite sani- 
tary? 
The Ehrlichs conclude that 
while some of these exotic food 
sources may eventually be ac- 
ceptable and helpful, we had best 
work on the problem from other 
angles as well. 

I don’t know if it’s prejudice 
and habit or not, but I wonder 
if these artificial foods really 
are the best things for people 
to eat. Nature did, after all, 
spend considerable time and ef- 
fort evolving tasty things for us 
to eat. . .and, of course, tasty 
us for mosquitoes to eat. It’s 
all part of the ecology. 

The Ehrlichs suggest that we 
emphasize, first of all, 
increasing the yield of land al- 
ready under cultivation. . .with- 
out destroying the ecology at 
the same time. 

We also need to develop in- 
ternational agreements to har- 
vest the sea for maximum yield, 
before we overexploit the fish 
to the point of no return. 
(‘Judging from the fishing in- 
dustry’s behavior towardthe sea, 
one might conclude that if they 
were to go into the chicken- 
farming business they would plan 
to eat up all the feed, all the 
eggs, all the chicks, and all the 
chickens simultaneously, while 
burning down the henhouses to 
keep themselves warm.’’) 

And, most important, we need 
to control population so that the 
problem of world food supply 
does not become insurmountable. 

Maybe the quality of life would 
be better if the world population 
were small enough that we could 
all eat food -- real, old-fashioned 
yummy in the tummy food. 


GYPSY MOTHS 

A chemical that imitates the 
perfume of the female gypsy 
moth shows promise of halting 
the spread of gypsy moths. 

While it is difficult to con- 
ceive of such sniffing skill, the 
gypsy moth male is much more 
efficient than a dog in picking 
up scents. Its major skill lies 
in detecting the scent of afemale 
gypsy moth. Tests indicate that 
a male can accurately locate a 
female who is releasing scent a 
mile from his location. 

Like all insects, gypsy moths 
lack nostrils. They ‘‘sniff?’ the 
air -- or taste it, if you perfer 
-- through sensory buds that lie 
along their antennae. Antennae 
are the two ‘‘horns’”’ that pro- 
trude from heads of ‘moths, 
butterflies and most other in- 
sects. On moths, the antennae 
appear like small brushes. 

Studies at the Max Planck 
Institute in West Germany indi- 
cate that gypsy moth males have 
100,000 sensory buds on their 
antennae. Some 50,000 of these 
buds are attuned strictly to scent- 
ing female odor.

of such a program examined. 

Dr, Frank Griggs incomment- 
ing on the matter, said he thought 
it would be nice if a school 
system could be all things to all 
people, but that a public education 
system has to aim at meeting 
most of the needs of a 
community, There are alter- 
natives, he pointed out, noting 
that private educational systems 
are available. 

He questioned how many 
alternatives are going to be set 
up within'a system, feeling that 
satisfying schools would lead to 
confused youngsters. 

Dr, Richard A. Katz felt along 
the same lines and noted that 
Andover as late as a few years 
ago had almost six different edu- 
cation programs in its elemen- 
tary system and that only recently 
a unified, organized approach was 
reached and a system evolved, 

He said from apersonal stand- 
point, he would like to see how 
the system ‘‘free school’? worked 
in other areas. 

Mrs. Deena Katzander a free 
school advocate, of Salem Street 
told the committee she was in- 
terested in some action being 
taken by the committee immedi- 
ately. Appointing of a committee 
would postpone implementation 
of a free system for another five 
years she felt. 

Mrs. Katzander termed the 
present Andover school system 
‘*deplorable,’’ a term she later 
retracted, She said her young- 
ster cannot progress at the rate 
he desires. Under the present 
Andover plan, a child is 
discouraged and less enriched, 
she said. 

Richard Wilson said he felt 
the free school concept was not 
aimed at inverting priorities but 
attempting to investigate ways 
in which all children of the com-- 
munity can obtain an equal edu- 
cation. 

As for the establishment of a 
timetable, Chairman William 
King of the school committee said 
he could not fault it, noting it 
would take time to charter a 
committee and that no program 
could be instituted in rapid 
fashion. 

Judith Aldrich of Lynn, who 
taught in the Andover summer 
system, addressed the committee 
and told of her experience with 
the free school approach in the 
summer session and alsoinLynn 
where a model cities program 
was conducted this past year. 

She spoke of its success there 
and the interest Andover young- 
sters had this summer in the 
interest activities group which 
she taught. 

She said many Andover 
teachers are displeased with the 
program, feeling the youngsters 
could be offered more. 

In response to a question from 
Dr. Katz, the teacher said she 
had visited Andover five or six 
times during the year. 

Two youngsters also spoke to 
the committee, one stating he 
did not want to go back to school 
because it did not offer him any- 
thing. The youngster said he en- 
joyed the summer program but 
could not look forward to return- 
ing toclasses inSeptember where 
teachers would be compelling him 
to accomplish tasks within a 
certain time period. 

The group will meet againin 
Memorial Hall Library Thursday 
night to pursue their Free school 
thoughts further, while the school 
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Spanish-speaking Vietnam-era 
veterans will receive job place- 
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sored by the American G. I. 
Forum and the Labor Depart-

The ninth organ recital of the 
summer series of fifteen at the 
Methuen Memorial Music Hall 
will be performed by Thomas 
Foster on Wednesday evening, 
August 2 at 8:30 p.m. 

The program consists of: - 
Suite Breve (Dialogue sur les 
mixtures) - Jean Langlais; Air 
tendre - Jean-Baptiste Loeillet; 
Magnificat in G Major (Plein 
jeu, Duo, Trio, Basse de Trom- 
pette, Flutes, Dialogue) - Jean- 
Francois Dandrieu; Fantaisie in 
A Major - Cesar Franck; 
Symphonie VI, Op. 42> (Inter- 
mezzo) - Charles-Marie Widor; 
Symphonie Gothique (Andante 
sostenuto) - Charles-Marie 
Widor; and Symphonie-Passion, 
Op. 23 (Crucifixion, Resurrec- 
tion) - Marcel Dupre. 

Mr. Foster is Organist and 
Choirmaster at Calvary Episco- 
pal Church, Williamsville, N.Y, 
He is a member of the Western 
New York Diocesan Music Com- 
mission, and is immediate past 
dean of the Buffalo Chapter, 
American Guild of Organists. His 
Bachelor of Music degree is from 
Syracuse University under Ar- 
thur Poister, and his Master of 
Music degree is from the New 
England Conservatory of Music 
under Donald Willing. He has 
performed throughout the east, 
most recently for the Rochester, 
N.Y. Chapter, A.G.O. This is his 
second Methuen recital. 

The property on the northbank 
of the Spicket River adjacent 
to the Music Hall has been a 
location associated with organs 
for many years. Early in the 
nineteenth century, a wooden 
building was erected on the site 
and used as a cotton mill, Ed- 
ward ©. Searles purchased the 
building around 1890 and re- 
modeled it to house the Methuen 
Organ Company. 
exceptional materials and work- 
manship were manufactured 
there under the sponsorship of 
Mr. Searles and the direction of 
James E, Treat. 

In 1897, the organ originally 
built for the Boston Music Hall 
was purchased by Mr. Searles. 
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It had been in storage since 
1884, when the instrument had 
been removed from the Boston 
Music Hall to provide additional 
stage space for the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra. The organ was 
brought to Methuen and stored in 
a brick barn which still exists 
at the rear of the Music Hall 
property. The instrument was 
rebuilt in the wooden factory 
building and later transferred 
to the present brick hail which 
Mr. Searles had especially con- 
structed. 

Following the death of Mr. 
Searles in1929, the wooden build- 
ing remained idle until title to 
the property was acquired by the 
organ-builder Ernest M. Skinner.

From Schools 


The school committee has 
banned the use of mini-bikes, 
motorcycles and other motorized 
recreational vehicles from its 
properties in town. 

The board adopted a policy 
Tuesday night covering motor- 
ized vehicles on town property. 

Dr. Frank Griggs expressed 
opposition to the plan, feeling 
that youngsters should have some 
town property on which to use 
their vehicles. 

William .Cunliffe asked the 
board to consider allowing use 
of school property for mini-bikes 
with the provision that the young- 
sters using them be supervised 
by parents or responsible adults. 

The majority of the committee 
felt they were dangerous on 
school grounds where youngsters 
are either using playgrounds or 
physical education programs are 
being conducted, thus approved 
the total ban of the recreational 
vehicles. 

This now removes from use 
such municipal properties as the 
conservation commission land, 
and recreation park for such 
vehicles.

Citing evidence that only one 
ot every hundred Massachusetts 
residents consults a lawyer be- 
fore making key decisions, the 
state Bar Association is pro- 
ceeding with plans for pre-paid 
legal services for all who want 
them. 

Boston attorney Colette Manoil 
hopes some form of coverage 
for legal advice -- which could 
range from wills to civil rights, 
divorce proceedings to bail bonds 
-- will be in effect in Massachu- 
setts by next year. 

The head of a Bar Association 
committee probing the need for 
such services, she says similar 
programs in other states offer 
about $1,900 worth of legal coun- 
sel a year for about $7 a month, 

The exact cost and adminis- 
tration of prepaid legal services 


in Massachusetts is still to be 
worked out. Miss Manoil says 
‘*There’s a need, We’ve found 
that out, and we can go on from 
here.” 

A survey of 800 Massachusetts 
citizens indicates that less than 
two out of three use professional 
legal services to make sure 
their home purchases and sales 
are in order, that less than two 
out of five get a lawyer’s advice 
when signing contracts to buy 
$500 or more worth of goods and 
that only one of every three has 
a will, 

And only one percent of state 
residents get ‘‘preventive’’ 
advice to avoid costly and time- 
consuming subsequent legal bat- 
tles, the survey shows. 

Strictly speaking, says Miss 
Manoil, the plan she proposes

isn’t ‘‘legal insurance.’’ It’s 
more like a benefit package, like 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield, with a 
maximum amount of annual pay- 
ments for a wide range of 
problems, 

Subscribers would be abie to 
choose their own lawyers, with 
non-profit organizations making 
the charges and payments. 

Pre-paid legal service plans 
in California and Louisiana have 
mainly been initiated by employee 
groups. There are more than 200 
separate group programs _ in 
California alone. 

Miss Manoil doesn’t know how 
rates would be fixed here, or 
whether the program might come 
under state control. First, she 
Says, detailed studies have to be 
made to determine how much 
legal help the average Massachu- 
setis citizen needs and how much 
he’d be willing to pay for it. 

With statistics in hand showing 
that only one out of every 25 
Massachusetts residents seeks 
legal advice to protect himself 
when dealing with government 
agencies, Miss Manoil feels that 
schools have failed to educate the 
public about their rights and 
privileges, 

‘‘We’ll try to correct this,” 
she promises, through a public 
relations program. 

Is the pre-paid legal services 
concept primarily a way to assure 
continued business for lawyers, 
especially now that no-fault in- 
surance has cut heavily into 
profits? 

**1’m more concerned with the 
losses of the public than the 
losses of lawyers,’’ maintains 
Miss Manoil. ‘‘We _haven’t 
studied the bar’s problems.

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Editorial Comment 


The Choice 


The ensuing weeks leading up to the October town 
meeting should prove interesting now that the selectmen 
and town manager have recommended the residentially 
zoned Cyr-Cronin-Brooks gravel pit as the new dump 
site. 

Based almost solely on the cost factor, the selectmen 
finally made that choice Monday night, after listening to 
opposition from abutters for several weeks. 

There was no repetition of the arguments against the 
Woburn street location Monday night, and, there was no 
vocal comment either for or against the Lowell Junction 
site. 

The ultimate decision, of course may be left up to the 
voters at town meeting. The possibility exists that the 
Finance Committee would not permit consideration of 
alternative articles, thus the decision would be based on 
but a single site. 

This would appear unlikely, however, on such an im- 
portant issue. 

The FinCom would be extremely remiss in not per- 
mitting open debate on both sites, and a final decision 
by the town as a whole. 

In commenting editorially on the Lowell Junction 
area, we were entirely cognizant of the cost factor. We 
still feel that the industrial area should be of prime con- 
sideration for a dump site. 

The cost factor has not seemed to disturb residents of 
the community when it comes to educational matters. 
Only recently did the town turn its back on a new school 
plan, and then, only because school administrators had 
not done their homework adequately. A year later, the 
school department was provided with its planning funds 
for new school construction. 

Thus, the cost factor of another town need should be 
considered in another perspective when dealing with the 
current issue. 

The decision, of course, could well be handed back to 
the town by the voters at town meeting. 

If a site is not chosen in October, through rejection of 
both articles, the state will order the town to choose a 
location, thus compelling the board of health to make 
the final choice. 

There is little doubt that arguments for and against the 
two sites will fill the air between now and October. 

In the end, it just might be the people’s choice to 
select the least offensive of the two areas -- 
Junction. 


Lowell 


Action Now 


It seems that some positive action with regard to the 
Lowell street - Greenwood Road, Lovejoy Road inter- 
section is warranted and the sooner the better. 

The particular area has been a problem one for some 
time. Route 93, increased industrial construction, a coun- 
try club and an elementary school, all have been contri- 
buting factors toward making the intersection more 
hazardous. 

It has always been dangerous due mainly to the design 
of the roadways. 

Since 1968, it has been a subject for discussion by 
local officials, managers, selectmen and public safety 
people. 

It was included in the TOPICS program for considera- 
tion. 

Monday night, the town manager noted that the TOPICS 
program would not provide relief in its initial recom- 
mendations. 

Installation of traffie lights was requested by residents 
of the area. 

The estimated cost is $12,000 to $15,000. 

We agree with the neighbors who emphasized that the 
town has spent money on more foolish projects. In view 
of life and limb being involved in the appropriation of 


the money, the’ éxpenditure; is small. mane 


State and federal programs, such as TOPICS have a 
way of extending themselves in direct proportion to the 
amount of funds being available in the public coffers.

Raytheon 


Raytheon Company today 
reported the highest sales, earn- 
ings, and earnings per share of 
any quarter or half in the history 
of the company. 

Earnings in the second quarter 
ended July 2 were $10,926,000, 
equal on a fully diluted basis to 
$.67 a common share on the 
16,272,550 applicable shares. 

This compares with restated 
earnings in the second quarter 
a year ago of $10,212,000 or 
$.63 a common share on the 
16,214,617 shares applicable in 
that period. 

Sales in the second quarter 
1972 were $379,664,000 com- 
pared with the restated $333,- 
603,000 in the like period a year 


ago. 

Raytheon President Thomas L. 
Phillips pointed out that the 
company’s earnings were up 7 
percent on a 14 percent increase 
in sales, ‘‘This is due in large 
part,” he said, ‘‘to the change in 
the overall sales mix and resul- 
tant lower return at Badger, our 
oil and chemical processing plant 
construction subsidiary.” 

Commenting on other segments 
of the company’s business, Mr. 
Phillips said ‘‘We continue to 
show substantial gains in our 
major appliance, geophysical ex- 
ploration, and electric power 
plant construction businesses. 
Our government systems busi- 
ness remains strong with the 
funded backlog up from $446 
million at the beginning of the 
year to $468 million at midyear. 

‘*We expect a good second half 
and record sales and earnings for 
the year as a whole.”’ 

Earnings in the first half were 
$21,112,000 or $1.30 a common 
share on the 16,257,070 shares 
applicable for the period. This 
compares with restated earnings 
in the first half a year ago of 
$19,710,000 of $1.22 a share 
on the 16,184,967 shares then 
applicable. 

Sales for the first half 1972 
were $738,353, 000 compared with 
the restated $658,824,000 a year 


ago.

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The selectmen have decided 
not to answer a regional com- 
mission questionnaire on low 
income housing allotment for the 
town and rather wait for a 
determination by local planners 
on actual facts concerning the 
matter. 

Rather than answerinz the 
questionnaire submitted by the 
Merrimack Valley Regional 
Planning Commission, the board, 
on motions of Selectmen Alan 
F, French and MiltonGreenberg, 
favor establishing the town’s need 
based on information being 
gathered by the planning board 
and the Andover Housing 
Authority. 

The board had been requested 
by the regional group to respond 
to a survey. The survey is being 
used to determine the allotment 
of 4,000 low income housing units 
to be awarded to the valley area 
by the state. 

The action by the board, could 
affect the town’s request for funds 
for a new elderly housing unit, 
since the state plans to make its 
decision as to allotting the low 
income units sooner than the town 
can come up with the answers 
it has requested. 

The state has given the regional 
group until September to respond, 
The selectmen have requested 
certain information dealing with 
the matter by town meeting, but 
it isnot anticipated such informa- 
tion will be available by October. 

Currently Andover is re- 
questing funds for a new 80- 
unit elderly housing project, over 
which the state has control. 

The action of the selectmen 
Monday night based onthe motion 
by French was: 

“The board of selectmen, 
through the town manager 
requests the Andover Planning 
Board to report to the selectmen 
its judgement of the present 
deficiencies in housing in 
Andover which in its opinion are 
unlikely to be met by private 
development, along with its 
recommendations regarding the 
number of units and types of 
subsidized housing programs 
most suitable for meeting those 
needs. 


Selectmen To Seok 
~ Answers To Housing 


‘The board of selectmen ask 
for the advice of the Andover 
Housing Authority regarding the 
present deficiencies in housing in 
Andover which in its opinion are 
unlikely to be met by private 
development, along with its 
recommendations regarding the 
number of units and types of 
housing programs most suitable 
for meeting these needs. 

“The board of selectmen 
report to the next town meeting 
of Andover on its evaluation of 
the information referred to, to- 
gether with specific recom- 
mendations for subsidized 
housing objectives and ways and 
means for accomplishing them. 

“The board of selectmen in- 
struct Andover’s representative 
to the regional commission to 
inform the members of Andover’s 
desire to make its own 
determination on housing needs 
and to implement these needs 
with specific programs.”’ 

Both French and Greenberg 
felt that the town should have 
the ability to determine its own 
destiny in such matters and not 
be compelled to follow state 
orders. 

Mrs. Pamela Mitchell stated 
that these housing matters had 
been before the town for some 
time and just when would a plan 
be devised. 

Selectman Greenberg said that 
the koard was taking positive 
action at this time, and is at- 
tempting to establish a time- 
table to come up with facts, 

Greenberg said that the ques- 
tionnaire supplied by the regional 
group was a determination of 
opinions and not facts. 

He also pointed out that there 
are several reports on housing 
in the town, all containing incon- 
sistencies. A condensation and 
gathering of the facts seemed 
more adviseable, Greenberg felt. 

French felt that the town should 
welcome subsidized housing as 
long as it fits in with what is 
best for Andover. 

Greenberg emphasized that he 
was interested in determining 
facts as to what Andover needs 
rather than being told by a state 
or other agency what it will have.

in the saving of a life, the resi- 
dents felt. 

Noted as dangers in the area 
is the increased traffic due to 
Indian Ridge Country Club, Inter- 
nal Revenue Service, Raytheon, 
the Sanborn school, and other 
business and commercial ven- 
tures new to the area. 

As for the widening of Lowell 
street, one resident felt such 
action would result in more 
speed, since the narrower 
thoroughfare led to a reduction 
in motor vehicle operations.
